Decimal Commemoratives (Large Format) - the Last Decade. 


One hundred and four* sets of large sized commemorative stamps were issued between the 
start of 1991 and the end of 2000, involving 496 stamps. Of these only 11 are known with 
Perfins, all from different sets. As with the first twenty years, the vast majority of these decimal 
commemoratives are unknown with a Perfin, with ninety-five sets in this current batch having 
no Perfin representative at all! For economy of space, only issues known with Perfins have 
been listed and illustrated. Figures are correct to 1” January 2019.

Personal and Philatelic Perfins have also been excluded from the lists, leaving only commercial, 
public bodies, and local authority users, of which there are only five at this late stage.

If the Millennium 2000 stamp and ‘personal’ Perfins are excluded from the analysis, then the 
most recent decimal commemorative known with a Perfin is the 26p “Avro Lancaster Mk I 
from the ‘British Aircraft Designers’ issue (10^ June 1997). The Perfin involved is “SC” 
(S1210.04M), used by the Metropolitan Borough Council of Salford - ‘Salford Corporation’. 
The 22p ‘Supermarine Spitfire’ is also known with “SC” (81210.04M). 


I'm sure you will all have favourites from this period which, for whatever reason, you would 
love to see with a Perfin, but is currently unknown. For what it’s worth, here are four of mine!

The Lumiere brothers, Auguste Marie Louis Nicolas (1862-1954) and Louis Jean (1864-1948), 
are generally regarded as the first filmmakers, having made their first “moving pictures’ as early 
as 1892. They later patented the cinematograph, which allowed simultaneous viewing by more 
than one person, and produced their first film in 1894, ‘Sortie de l'usine Lumiére de Lyon’, 
(“Workers leaving the Lumiere Factory’). It was just 46 seconds long! 





The ‘Arrival of a Train at La Ciotat’ directed by Louis Lumiere dates to 1895. 


The first picture show to be held in the UK was at the Empire in Leicester Square (London), 
on 7? March 1896. The issued stamp set celebrates this event.
